Since penning the lines published on 
the 16th instant, on Opium in China, 
the following address on this impor- | 
tant subject, delivered by the Mev. 
Charles Voysey, at the Langham Hall, 
in April last, has reached us. Mr. 
Voysey’s remarks are not oaly highly | 
- interesting ‘as showing the strong feel- | 
ing, which is gradually extending in 
England on the Opium Question, but 
are so exceedingly temperate as com- | 
pared with acrimonious uttcrances | 
which so frequently emanate from 
Exeter Hall, that we offer no apology 


for again introducing the subject: Mr. 


Voysey said: . . 

- The Opinm Quostion is primé facie a po- 
litical subject, though not one of party 
politics, men of all shades of opinion join- 
ing in condemnation of the trade. Were 
it, however, only political it would not 
seem to mo fit for discussion here. I take 
it up on the ground that it is not only | 
political but national, not mercly national | 
but moral, and therefore intimately asso- ; 
ciated with religion. Those of my hearers 
who know all about the quéstion must: bear 
with me if I state the principal facts for 

. the information of those who know little or. | 
nothing about them. I have no doubt 
‘thaé when these facts are heard for the 
first time, they will excite a.profound as- 
tonishment that any English Government 
could be capable of perpetrating -such 
cruel tyranny, and that any subsequent 

Government could deliberately connive at 
and perpetuate it, . Forty years ago a war 
broke out between England.and China on 
this’ wise. The Chinese Government, 
regarding opium aga poison and the use 
of it (non-medicinally) as a vice of the 
most degrading nature, had endeavoured 
as long ago as 1799 to stamp out the 
plague by prohibiting its cultivation, im- 
portation and uso, edict after edict being 
issued and followed up by stringent pre- 
cautions, Notwithstanding the measures 
and repeated remonstrances with the Bri- 
tish Government, our merchants persisted 
in smuggling into China large quantities 
of opium: after seven years’ urgent but 
futile entreaty the Chinese Government 

commissioned an officer from Peking to 

Canton to put an end to the trade, to seize 

and to destroy all the opium that could be 
found. This High Oommissioncr executed 

his task so well that he confiscated opium 
belonging to the British and lying in 

Chinese waters to the valuc of nearly two 

millions sterling, and poured the whole of 
jt into the sea. Torevenge this most jus- 
‘tiflable act, our country carried war Into 

’ Chinese territory and finally succeded in 
extorting from them 6,000,000 dollars in 
ayment for the opium destroyed and 

12,000,000 dollars for the expenses of the 
war. In the following year a treaty was 

concluded of which one of tho articles con- 
forred the right of the Chinoso Govern- 
ment to scize and confiscate all smuggled 
goods of any description, and to prohibit 
“the. smuggling ship from further trade. 
The smuggling went on till tho noxt out~ 

_ break of war in 1857, at the conclusion of 
which the Emperor of China still refused 

to permit the ,impottation of the drug. 
The troaty of Ticntsin,-followed in 1860, 
when tho Ohinese finally consented to ad- 
‘mit our opium at certain ports subject to 
an import duty. It shouldbe observed. 
carofully tliat this treaty was ratified in 
Poking, the capitel of the. Empire which 
was thon actually in possession of - the 
British and Frene allicd foreos. Nothing 
"Joss than physical force would induce tho 
Qhinese Governmont to consent to a traffic 
fraught in their cyes with so much ruin

to thoir people: Lord Hlgin, speaking of 
those concessions on the part of China, 
BAYS :— ; 

“Phoy have beon oxtorted from its foars. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, lato British 
Minister at Pekin, confirms this view in 
these words :— : 


To koep as clear as posible of all foroign Gavorn- 
monts ina very natural desire on the part of those 
who havo thrico in a single generation“had objec:

Sir Thomas Wade, Ter Majééty's Am-

to us have been from fivat to last oxterted agninat 
tho conscience of tho natien, in dofinnco, that is to 
aay, of the moral convictions of its educated mon-— 
not meroly of the office-holdora, whom wo call Man- 
datins and who are nurmericaily buts small propor- 
tion of tho educated clase, bub of tho millions who 
aro riturated with « knowlelgo of tho history and 
philosophy of their country, 


The treaty of Tientsin provided that the: 


articles should be open to fresh discussion 
on either side every ten years. In’ 1869 
tho Prince of Kung and the Chinese 
Foreign. Office both verbally and in writ- 
ing urged upon us thé abolition of this 
frightful traffic. . But twelve, years have 
come and gone and all the response given 
by'us to the poor Chinese has been a con- 
tcmptuous silence and an increase in the 
supplies of opium forced upon their people. 
A furthor effort to diminish the ovil effects 


of the introduction of opium was mado by 


the Chinese Government by -appewling to 
us to stop the smugeling and to make the 
consumets pay a-heavier duty upon the 
drug; but the convention signed to this 
effect at Chefoo in 1876 appears never to 
have been ratified,on the ground that it

|preserved by this country in respect to 


Now Iet us enquire what that 
It is the creation of 
large revenues in support of the Indian 
Government hy the cultivation and cx- 
portation to China of the poison, opium.

The victims of the drug may not have 
complained of the burden, but all the rest 
of tho people, with their rulers at their 
head, did and do complain most bitterly 
of the-political injustice and the immoral 
tyranny of our policy. Mr, Gladstone 
continucs :— . ‘ 

Again, until you linve prover that this drig is 
wholly intolerable and oagbt to be absolutely prog- 
eribed as productive of unmixed mischiof, you Layo 
no moral right to deprivo » considerable portion of 
tho people of India, who are ongaed in the culti- 
vation of it, of what, is probally their only means 
of subsistence, . 


Mr. Gladstono’s argument: is perfectly 
sound, but it cut both ways, Ifthe drug 
when used non-medicinally is harmless, its 
cultivation is justifiable; if, on the con- 
trary, it js fearfully noxious, and has been 
so proved to be noxious as to excite the 


opposition and involve ‘the stringent pro- | 


hibition of nearly « fourth of the human 
race, then. its cultivation is not to be 
justified on the ground .that many people 
subsist by its culture. Aslong agoas 1817 
the directors of the Kast India Company 
wrote, in their instructions to Lord Corn- 
wallis, directions to limit its. consumption 
as much as possible, and to prevent its in- 
troduction ifto districts whore it was not 


“used, adding :— : 
Weroit possible to prevent tho uso of tho drug, 


nliogether, except for the purposes of medicine, we 
would gladly do it in compassion to maniind. . 


In Europe, in the United States, Egypt, 
Turkey, British Burma, Siam, China, and 
Japan, wherever opium is used as aluxury 
it is, without qualifieation, condemned. 
The Japanese, in their treaty with us in 
1858, absolutely refused to admit is im- 
portation. I believe the United States, in 
their. recent treaty with China, have pro- 
mised ‘never'to send any opinm., The fact 
of djs being deleterious, ruinous, and worse 
than fatal is admitted not ‘only by the 
modical profession but by all who have 
ever witnessed or experienced its terrible 
effects. To turn back to the beginning of 
our opium policy. I should like to read to

Bat that stato of things dopartod onco and for all 
whon tho Chinese Govornment. arrived at tho wise 
resolution (andor terror of Rritigh:nrma) that undor 
the circumstances of tho case, if was not possible 
to atrugelo against an appotite so strong and. ton- 
deney.so. decided. as Glut. which possossed a large 
portion of tho Chinoso people; and consoquently 
thoy dotorminod to deal with opium as acommercinl 
commodity, and’to admit it into the country on 
payment of a duty, 

The ‘wiso resolation’ and consequent 
‘dotérmination’ existed only in dream- 
land, or clso the expostulations, prayers,. 
and entroatics of the Chinese authorities 
wero the most false and hypocritical pre- 
tences over put into language. It will bo 
hardly fair, howover, to make any attack 
upon the muintenanece of the opium traffic 
without atleast stating the arguments of 
those who defend it. A correspondent of 
the Times, in that paper of the 3fst March 
last, does not say anything in favour of it 
on the ground of the financial interests of 
India, but is content with affirming that it 
is not so great an evil as it is supposed to 
be, nor so great a violation of the moral 
wishes of the Chinese Government and 
people. In the first place, he points to 
the fact that the habit of smoking opium 
is common all over China, though it is by 
fur the most prevalent in the West, and 
says that no moro stigma is attached to it 
than the smoking of tobacco. Also he 
states that an inforfor quality of opium is 
largely grown by the Uhinese themselves, 
for their own consumption by the poorer 
classes, And from these facts he would 
have us infor that the charge against Ene- 
land of forcing opium upon the Chinese is 
false. It is well known that opium was 
first introduced into China about the year: 
1750, but that nearly 50 ‘years after, when 
its pernicious effects were fu'ly recognized, 
the Emperor Kang-He absolutely prohibit- 
ed the entrance of the drug, and from that 
time forward the Goverament of China 
has stedfastly continucd to oppose it. Tf, 
however, the vice is now so prevalent and 
has become too widely extended for the 
control of the Government—\which is easy 
ty admit—I do not sce how that in any 
way justifies our policy, For the spread 
of the vice. may surely be traceable in a 


ing the Chinese with an opium of superior 
quality, and to the undeniable aid rendered 
by ourselves to the people in evading the 
prohibitory laws. If it, be true that our 
policy has wade it more than ever difficult 
for the Chinege Government to cope with 
the mischief, Ido not see how that fact 
can be urged in favour of our continuance 
of the policy, Tho only other argument of 
any weizht urged by the Times’ corres- 
pondent is that the effect of opium is by 
no means thoroughly bad; that it is only 
injurious in excess. Ie writes :— 

_An it is a pleasure (or a vice) which is quite pas- 
sible to enjoy moderately, the vast majority of 
smokers taka their opium as most Scotchmon take 
their whisky—in mouoration ; and a Chinaman stu- 


pofled is a inuch less terrible person than a Scotch- 
man drunk, 


. But the same writer says :— 


That it cnslaves, oufechles and may kill all who 
tako it in oxcoga is oqually incontostablo. That it 
impovorishes all oxcupt the well-to-do is equally in- 
contestable, . 

We might surely say the same of alcohol, 
only that we are assured on the highest 
testimony that the poisonous effects of 
opium are many times worse than that-of 
intoxicating liquors. =] think it is well to 
bear in mind that moderate indulgence in 
opium may suit some Chinese constitu- 
tions. No mistake ig so common or s0 
easy to fall into as that of thinking that 
all men are alike and must be treated and 
dieted in the same way. Iam sure, after 
witnessing what,the human frame can do 
and bear under the greatest diversities of 
diet and so-called luxuries, it would be 
rash to exclude anything as a possible 
benefit to some rure individual, and our 
only conclusion must be that of the old 
proverb—‘ What is one man's meat, is 
another man’s poison.’ Let us admit, 
thon, the possibility that for some Ohina- 
men a moderato use of opium is not more 
harmfal than a-moderate use of tobacco 
for some Englishmen,. or of whisky for 
soma Seotchmen.. Not one grain does this 
weigh against the two overwhelming facts 
that the excessive -uge of opium is worse 
. than fatal to millions of Chinamen; and 
that in.consequence thorcof. the- Chinese | 

Government have ontreated us not-to force 

our supply upon their consumption, and 

on two occasions have gone to war with 
uSin consequence of our tyrannical and 
immoral disregard of: their’ rights. In 
favour. of the trade may be certainly urged 
the fact thitt itis a source of great revenue ; 
that it maintains a large agriculture, in- 
dustry, nnd commerce, giving employment. 
to 15 many as 5 per cent. of the immense 
;population of India, Obviously, to inter- 
cept by any sudden measures the means 
of subsistence from so many fellow creatu-- 
res would be highly. criminal, The exist= 
once und present conditions of the trafic 
aro thorefore ontitled to their due weight, 

But whch all is said, the storling integrity 

of the Tnglish mind will go back to the 
‘“unvernished. truth, and Yook the facts 
stendily in tho free. Wo shall bo forced 
to remember that two wrongs do not make., 
‘a zight; that if any courso of conduct bo 
wickod or unjustifiablo-it must, sooner or 


lator, bo abaridoned, and that, cost what it 
will, England will not be a party ton 
traffic demonstrably pern{cious to mankind. 
Té will take Jong to open the oyes of the 
country, it will take much longer to pro- 
vide a remedy for tho avil, and to direct 
the energies now basely devoted to opium 
to. the cultivation of some moro harmless 
‘and beneficial product. ‘Treaties once 
made are with difficulty torn up, with still 
greater difficulty re-written. But all 
these and other impediments will be suraly 
overcome when we have fairly roused 
ourselves to sce ‘what our plain duty is, 
and wherein wo have gono astray, I do 
hope much from’ the sterling intogrity 
which has hitherto characterized our 
national conduct. Tha blots and ugly ox- 
ceptions are still there to remind us of our 
shame. Searecly a race of men inforior 
to ourselves can hold us- entirely guiltless 
of wrong or of some imperious cruelty. 
But we do our best to atone for our trans- 
gressions when wo.eco them. With par- 
donable haste, and even with blundering 
stupidity, we apologize and make amends 
for acloarly detected injustice. But ono 
thing hitherto we are not afraid or ashamod 
to. do—to own ourselyes in the wrong 
whon it is- clearly brought home tous. It 
is on this ground we may anticipate much: 


‘good from the increasing agitation about 


this traffic in opium. The question of 
right and wrong will be made uppermost. 
It will be looked at in all its bearings till 
a trae moral verdict is obtaincd. Then 
we know the right will be done whatever 
itbe. That wo have done wrong -in the 
post is already admitted on all sides. The 
question for the hour is, What ought wo 
todo now® And that word ‘ought’; if 
only it -were to guide. and rule ourselves as 
individuals, what a different Parliament 
we should have, and what superior gover- 
norg and cabinets! We cannot. discern 
aud censure their faults and shortcomings 
without honestly blaming ourselves. If 
they are timid and time-serving, it is we 
who have made them so and forbid them 
to be otherwise. If they have so lost all 
real independence, all moral courage, all 
heroie principle, it ig we who bought thom 
hy our suffrages on purpose to be servile, 
on purpose to hide their honest convictions, 
and to act not from grinciple at all, but 
from expedience. -When’ do we choose a 
representative to speak and act for us out 
of the deep convictions of an‘honest heart ? 
No, anything but that, We choose him 
because he will be our puppet to move as 
we choose to pull the strings, to be our 
parrot to chatter the platitudes we bid 


him say after us, to vote on the side not 


of. our, consciences and tender’ haman 
hearts, buton the sido of our pockets, to 
save not our characters but our cash, 


‘That things might haye been worse I will 


not deny; that they have been getting 


- worse of late years with our enlarged 


franchise is most certainly truc. That 
they will sink into atill greater depths is 
also true, unless we first set the example 
of principle before expediency, justice and 
truth betore party, and the service of God 
before the service of mammon. Carlyle 
has lived and died amongst us, making 
our generation burn-and flinch under his 
seathing reproofs, making some of us 
tremble under his prophetic frown. But 
we must do more than applaud his rheto- 
ric or shudder at his warnings. ‘We must 
see what he bids us look at, and turn not 
our cycs aside till its lessons are learnt, 
and then straightway put forth our hands 
and do it, not counting the cost or the toil 
or the scars, heedless alike of the hootings 
and the huzzahs of parliaments and mobs, 
caring only to come out from the arena of 
mortal life with clean hands, an honest 
tongue, and @ pure heart.
